1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The term "end face" describing the end face of the valve 
stem as called for in claims 66, 75 and 81, has not been found in the specification. 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 66-84 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Claims 66, 75 and 81 define an end face of 
the valve stem which is not identified in the specification or drawings and for an opening 
to provide working fluid to the end face of the valve stem which is also not mentioned in 
the specification. The figures show the end of the valve stem 20to be surrounded by 
coupling pin 23 that connects 20 to screw 30 wherein there is no description of how 
working fluid, or the pressure of working fluid, reaches the end of stem 20 buried within 
the center of 23 as is now claimed. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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5. Claims 66-72, 74-78 and 80-84 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Nelson. Nelson discloses a body 10, a valve stem 30, a gate 26, a valve 
stem seal 86, a sealed cavity between 86/91 and 154 as disclosed on col. 5, lines 30- 
36, an opening 96 that provides fluid pressure to the end face of valve stem 86, and 
roller screw 129. In regard to claims 67-69, the valve stem 30 that contains opening 96 
is within the center of the bonnet 128 and portion 32 of the body and passes through the 
openings in the bonnet and the body. Therefore, opening 96 is located within the center 
of the bonnet and body portion 32 and extends "through" them as claimed. 

6. Claims 1, 2, 4, 6-9, 11-14, 16-19, 21, 22 and 24-30 are allowed.
